BELGIANS ESCAPE

ingenious ruse, smacking of pirate 
yarns, has just enabled 40 Belgians to ; 
get safely out of Belgium. A tugboat 
lay on the River Meuse'at Haccourt 
early one morning, guarded by three 
German soldiers. One or two Belgians 
casuaUy approached and entered into 
conversation with the sentries, 
the 
sequel to a'friendly chat being an In- 
vitation to have a drink at tlie near- 
est hostelry. 
Here a' sleeping potion 
was adroitly introduced in the unsus- 
pecting Germans' glasses, 'and a few 
minutes later the sentries were 
car- 
ried aboard the boat in a helpless con- 
dition. 
Three 
Belgians 
quickly 
donned 
their uniforms, the rest o£ the fuo-'tive 
narty had already taken up their quar- 
ters below, and the towboat was soon 
steaming Holland-wards, the German 
war ftag'flving bravely at the mast- 
head. 
Arrived at the

were imperiously shouted

safely on the other 
side the

boat sped downstream at full • speed, 
snapping the wire

across the boundary and being soon 
afterwards run ashore on Dutch terri- 
tory.

Household Hints 


CHICKEN FAT ROUX. 
The roux for sauces consists of the 
fat usually butter, and the thickening 
agent usually flour, cooked together 
in equal quantities and used at once, 
or in large kitchens, cooked and ready 
to put right into the seasoned stock, 
to make the sauce. Kept In covered 
jars, it will remain good for weeks or 
months. The white roux, the 
fawn 
roux, and the brown raux are made, 
the latter by longer and Slower cook- 
ing, by stirring the fat and flour to- 
gether all the time they are cooking. 
When added to the liquid these are 
called the liaison, or binding agent. 
When butter is at present prices every 
bit of fat from the chicken should be 
utilized In making these thickenings. 
Cover it with cold water, bring gently 
to boil, and let cook gently .until the 
pieces have completely 
shriveled, 
strain, and let get cold. Then-take off 
the cake of fat on top. 
A bit of'butter may be added to a 
sauce made with this fat, for flavor 
merely: but with a well flavored stock 
few will be able to tell that butter 
was not used for the roiuc. There are 
other materials used for liaisons, such 
as yolks of eggs, cream, corn starch, 
etc., but a roux is a compound of fat 
and some starchy substance of rflour. 
• Onion 
Sauce 
Ba«l«—The gently 
fried onion is the starting point of 
many a sauce, of which the liquid is 
the stock and a roux the liaison or' 
thickening. 
When a tomato is added 
to the onfon we have the 
essential 
characterization of the sauce called 
Creole or Spanish, etc. With tins 
start we may have either a »a\\\A 
sauce or one comparable to the hard 
puddiug sauce, though it is not as 
hard. Little liquid. is needed .in mak- 
ing these latter sauces, and what is 
added should be highly 
seasoned.

OUR HIGHWAY PROBLEM. 


An Ohi» Idea In ConstruetUn- at Per- 


manent Country Heads. 


Tbe economic reaction of autompblli 


development - is ~ obviously' to: bettei 
roads, says the Wall Street Journal. 
But the tremendous waste of funds, 
long in progress through unsound high- 
way engineering or through lack of en- 
gineering advice, tends to perpetuate 
» era of excewiv* costs rf mainte- 
"nance and relatively little proportion- 
ately in tbe way of permanent results. 


Standardised methods of road con- 


•traction and a standard system of 
classifying highways are needed. No 
•ystem of classifying highway" i. bet- 
ter than that of traffic density. 
It is 


highly desirable that careful counts 
should be Instituted by state liighway 
officials to determine the present main 
routes of travel. 
Just as in* railroad 


evolution, density of traffic determines 
the amount of Investment, so highways 
should be classified on the basis of 
density of. traffic into trunk lines, main 
lines and feeders. 
In railroading a light traffic is han- 


dled by a single line of track with 
switches; main line traffic is handled 
by double tracks. Trunk lines handling 
heavy traffic are sometimes four track- 
ed six tracked and even eight tracked. 


The solution reached in the con- 


struction of permanent country roads 
around Cleveland is instructive. It U 
similar to the solution followed in rail- 
way evolution. The right of way for 
the highway lies between two fences 
sixty feet, more or less, apart. Econ- 
omy is obtained by building the per- 
manent highway one-half as wide, 
leaving the balance of the dirt road 
for the present as before. 


In nailroadlng It is an axiom that 


the capacity of a single track of rail- 
way with sufficient switches and uni- 
form speed of trains is practically un- 
limited. In Cuyahoga county, O-, hun- 
dreds of miles of permanent country 
roads of narrow widths are being 
built, using a special type of brick 
which is nroduced cheaply in that lo- 
cality for the surface, set upon cement 
foundations. 
Future generations may 


widen these country auto tracks if 
they so desire, but they will act more 
wisely if they invest the money in an 
equal number of miles of new narrow 
road, of permanent construction to act 
as feeders. 
A twelve foot permanent road is 


passable summer and winter for the 
harvest loads. 
The dirt road lies to 


one side of the new trackway just as 
before. The country needs thousands 
of miles of narrow roads of permanent 
construction, intersecting as feeders 
with the wider main lines and truck 
lines. Buch feeders need not be wider 
than twelve feet. The advantages are 
plain. Not only are such roads pass- 
able summer, fall, winter and spring 
for the harvest loads, but they are 
also permanent. 


And, 
above all. they are a state and 


municipal undertaking and not a sub- 
ject lor federal endowment.

The argument that ap- 
peals more forcibly to farmer. Is the 
Increased pleasure of visiting made 
possible by rock roads. 


The farmer now has before him .er- 


eral months of bad weather. Much of 
the time it will be impowlble to travel 
• over dirt roads. With mod hub deep, 
u U often the case in Missouri, it is 
impossible to get a vehlcl. beyond the 
front gate. 
With smooth hard road, a trip can 


be made as easily in winter a. In sum- 
mer. 
The cold Is not .o disagreeable 


'when one goes at a good speed as when 
dragging at a .nail', pac. through mud 
or brimplng over frozen ground, which 
threaten, to throw one from the car- 
riage If-th. horse, go faster than a 
walk.

Attachment for Electric Fan IncrvBM* 


the Cooling Capacity of That 


Apparatus Many Time*. 


A clever and useful attachment for 


the electric fan, designed by a Los 
Angeles inventor, according Jo Science 
Monthly, consists of a tin wheel which 
can be hooked on any electric fan and 
which will increa»e Its cooling capac- 
ity many times. 
The spokes or propellers of this 


wheel are made of fine-mesh »creen. 
The lower part of the wheel whirls la 
a tank which is Oiled with cold water. 
Tbe electric fan causes the screen pro- 
pellers to revolve'and they dip into the 
little tank, throwing np a smtll 
amount of water on the upward turn. 


The air is sent through the water 


and Is cooled, purified and cleaned. 
Perfume, a disinfectant, or a medicat- 
ed liquid may be used instead of water.
